_- The District and Sessions Judge of Bogra, who is also the District and 
Sessions Judge of Pabna, suggests that it would be necessary to appoint a 
whole time District and Sessions Judge for Bogra. Tho effect of this would 
be to give Bogra a whole time District and Sessions Judge of its own, who, with 
the assistance of the Sub-Judge there, who now acts as an Assistant Sessions 
Judge, could deal with the additional work resulting from separation. This 
seems to us reasonable and would involve an additional approximate expendi- 
ture of Rs, 21,000 annually for salary (taking the salary of a District and 
Sessions Judge at Rs. 1,750 monthly) and the cost of his establishment 
which wo estimate at Rs. 4,000 approximately, taking into account the staff 
which will be available by transfer from the District Magistrate and from 
the Judge’s civil establishment. Some members of the Committee think that 
the existing arrangement of the union of Bogra and Pabna should be 
spas aE an additional Sub-Judge appointed to deal with the increase 
of work. 

The District and Sessions Judge of Burdwan, who is at present assisted 
during part of the year by an Additional District and Sessions Judge, states 
that this officer should be made a permanent whole. time officer to enable him 
to cope with the additional duties necessitated by the scheme of division. 
This seems to us reasonable and would involve an approximate additional 
annual expenditure of Rs. 10,500. ; 

The District and Sessions Judge of Chittagong suggests that the Addi- 
tional District and Sessions Judge, who now sits for four months at Chitta- 
gong, should sit there each year for six months to enable him todo the 
additional work. This seéms reasonable and would involve an additional 
annual expenditure of Rs. 3,500. 

The District and Sessions Judge of Dacea states that either an Addi- 
tional District and Sessions Judge should be appointed to cope with the work 
or an additional Sub-Judge, vested with the powers of an Assistant Sessione 
Judge and empowered to hear appeals from second and third class magistrates. 

We think that the appointment of a Sub-Judge, as suggested by the 
District and Sessions Judge, would meet the case, and this would involve an 
additional annual expenditure of Rs. 12,000 for the Judge. The District 
Judge also statés that an additional sherishtadar and two clerks would be 
necessary. We think that these should be provided by a transfer from the 
staff of the Additional District Magistrate, who, whether retained or not, 
will be relieved of his judicial and magisterial work. 

The District and Sessions Judge of Dinajpur, who is also District and 
Sessions Judge of Jalpaiguri and of Darjeeling, thinks that tlie additional 
work would necessitate the appointment: of a whole time District and Sessions 
Judge for Dinajpur, and that there should bea separate whole time District 
and Sessions Judge for Jalpaiguri and Darjeeling. His opinien is supported 
by the figures which he has laid before us., We think that this demand is 
reasonable. Some members of the Committee think that the existing arrange- 
ment of the union of Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri and Darjeeling should be continued, 
and an additional Sub-Judge appointed todeal with the increase of work, | 

~The District and Sessions Judgo of Faridpur estimates that a full time 
extra Additional District and Sessions Judge should be appointed in view of 
ie extra work, This estimate seems to us excessive, but we would allow an 
Additional District and Sessions Judge for six months annually, which would 
- involve an approximate additional expenditure of Rs. 10,500 annually and the 
_ provision of additional accommodation at a cost of ceapopeent nd Rs. 6,000, 
The District and Sessions Judge of Hooghly, who is also the District and 
_ Sessions Judge of Howrah, estimates that the appointment of an Additional 
_ District and Sessions Judge for six months annually will enable the extra 
16 two.districts to be dealt with. He states that accommodation is. 
nsw th. We think that there s oe District 
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have consulted the Additional District and Sessions J t 
stationed at Howrah. His opinion is that a separate Jt a i 
created for Howrah without additional cost. It iwi probably be necessary 
to give him the assistance of an Additional District and Sessions Judge for 
three months every year to enable him to cope with the extra work involved 
in the separation of functions. We therefore estimate an approximate addi- 
tional annual expenditure of Rs. 10,500 for the two districts, that is to say, 
by providing Hooghly with the assistance of an Additional District and 
Sessions Judge for three months every. year and giving Howrah the same 
assistance. 

The District and Sessions J udge of Jessore states that, if the arrange- 
ment is adhered to whereby the Additional District and Sessions Judge who 
also works at Khulna is to work at Jessore for five and a half months in the 
year, no additional assistance will be necessary. 

‘Under the arrangement recommended for Dinajpur, it will be necessary 
to appoint a whole time District and Sessions Judge for Jalpaiguri and 
Darjeeling at an approximate cost of Rs. 21,000 annually for salary and 
Rs. 4,000 annually for establishment, taking into account the staff which will 
be available by transfer from the District Magistrate and from the Judge's 
civil establishment. This would involve the provision of additional accommo- 
dation at an approximate cost of Rs. 15,000. As already stated some members 
of the Committee think that the union of Jalpaiguri, Darjeeling and Dinajpur 
should rae and that a Sub-Judge should be appointed to deal with the 
increase of work 

The District and Sessions Judge of Khulna estimates that, if the 
Additional District and Sessions Judge who also sits at Jessoreand who in 
1921 worked in Khulna for eighty-five days, sits in Khulna for an additional 
eighty-five days in the year, the additional work could be dealt with. This 
seems reasonable, and the approximate additional annual expenditure would 
be Rs. 7,000 (¢.e., four months at Rs. 1,750). * 

The work at Malda is done by the District and Sessions Judge of 
Rajshahi, who states that he will require assistance at Malda. He thinks 
that a Sub-Judge with powers of an Assistant Sessions Judge should be 
deputed for this purpose. We think this assistance should be afforded for 
six months annually at a cost approximately of Rs. 6,000. Some ‘of the 
Committee, however, think that it is essential to have a responsible head of 
the magistracy in each district and that, instead of providing an additional 
Sub-Judge for Rajshahi and Malda combined, a District and Sessions Judge © 
should be appointed for Malda alone. 

The District and Sessions Judge of Midnapore states that he would 
require the Additional District and Sessions Judge, whom he now shares 
with Burdwan, for the whole year. ‘This seems reasonable and would involve 
an additional annual expenditure of Rs. 10,500 

The District and Sessions. Judge of Mivthidabad estimates that he would 
need the assistance of an Additional District and Sessions Judge for six 
months every second year. This seems reasonable and would involve an 
additional annual expenditure of Rs. 5,250 

The District and Sessions Judge of “Mymensingh iiss that, if the 
Sub-Judge, vested with the powers of an Assistant Sessions Judge, who is 
temporarily posted to Mymensingh, is permanently retained, he could cope 
with the additional work. This involves no additional cost. 

The District and Sessions J udge of Nadia estimates that he would require 
no additional assistance. 

The District and Sessions Judge of Noakhali states that the Additional 
District and Sessions Judge, who is temporarily posted to Noakhali, should be — 
made permanent, and also thinks that. possibly a second Additional District 
and Sessions Judge would be required for a time. We think that the 
Additional District and Sessions Judge shonld. be ate permanent ya ie 
involves uo additional cost. f 

The District and Sessions Jadge of Pabna ielaiabon that, if hia

_. The District and Sessions Judge of Rajshalii estimates that no additional 
_ assistance would be required if the scheme outlined above for Malda be 
_ The District and Sessions Judge of Rangpur states that he would 
require an additional judicial officer to cope with the extra work but, on the 
figures, we think that no assistance need be given. 

_ The District and Sessions Judge of Tippera estimates that, if the 
Additional District and Sessions Judge who now sits for eight months in the - 
yea be continued throughout the year, he can deal with the work. This 
seems reasonable and involves an additional annual expenditure of Rs, 7,000. 
The District and Sessions Judge of the 24-Parganas estimates that an 
Additional District and Sessions J udge will be required. We think that it 
might be possible to deal with the increased work by the appointment of a 
Sub-Judge. This will cost annually Rs. 12,000, and will involve additional 

accommodation at a cost of approximately Rs. 15,000. 

_ The additional expenditure accordingly involved in giving the necessary 
assistance to District and Sessions Judges by reason of the transfer of the 
District Officer's present judicial and magisterial duties amounts approximate- 
ly to Rs. .1,54,750 annually, and the cost of additional buildings thereby 
necessitated amounts approximately to Rs. 36,000. 

17. Additional District’ Magistrates.—In October 1921 there were 
Additional District Magistrates in the following districts, namely, Bakarganj, 
Chittagong, Dacca, Midnapore, Mymensingh, Tippera and the 24-Parganas. 
In Bakarganj the greater part of this officer’s time is occupied in criminal. 
work, and we think that, if separation is effected, this officer may be abol#shed. 
This will effect an annual saying of approximately Rs. 18,000 (counting the 
monthly salary at Rs. 1,500), but it might be necessary to give an extra 
Deputy Collector to assist the District Officereat an approximate cost of 
Rs. 6,000. The net saving would thus be Rs. 12,000. 

In Chittagong three-fifths of the time of the Additional District 
Magistrate is occupied ‘in criminal work, and we think that, if separation is 
effected, this officer may be abolished at a net annual saving of Ks. 12,000, 
allowing for the cost of an additional Deputy Collector at Rs. 6,000. -: 

In, Dacca three-fourths of the time of the Additional District Magistrate 
is occupied in criminal work, and the Commissioner of the Dacca Division, 
whom we examined, thought that on separation this officer paiggnt be dispensed 
with. Upon the figures this is so, but Dacca is a large district with the. 
second largest city in the province as its headquarters, and we understand 
that difficulties might be occasioned if the officer were abolished, even if 
assistance were given to the District Officer by the appointmeut of an extra 
Deputy Collector. Some of us think that it might be possible on separation 
to abolish this officer, others think otherwise, and we have accordingly not 
taken into account any saving that might be effected by the abolition of this 
officer. _ ‘ 

In Midnapore and Mymensingh half the time of the Additional District 
Magistrates is occupied in criminal work, but in these districts we think that. , 

. an Additional District Officer must remain, Some members of the Committee, 
however, think that these officers might be dispensed with and selected Deputy 
Collectors appointed in their place. ease : ip weet 

- In Tippera one-third of the Additional District Magistrate's time is 
occupied in criminal work, and we think that on separation this officer should 
be abolished at a net saving of Rs. 12,000, allowing an extra Deputy Collector 
at Rs. 6,000 to assist the District Officer. hh oe 
In the 24-Parganas four-fifths of the time of the Additional District 
Magistrate is taken up in criminal work. The District Magistrate admits that 
upon the figures this officer should be abolished upon separation being effected, 
_ but he states that he cannot properly administer the district without his. 
- assistance, and that at the present time there is not sufficient inspection done 

of the district generally. For the purposes of this report, we assume a net 
saving of Rs. 12,000 annually, allowing an extra nee Collector to assist 
strict Officer.

18. District headquarters.—So far as the headquarters of the districts 
are concerned, it will be possible to divide the existing staff between the 
executive and judicial branches without any considerable increase of staff 
‘There is no doubt that the present system has great advantages so far as — 
elasticity is concerned. Under it, when criminal work is for the time being 
on the increase, it is possible to deal with the increase by deputing for 
criminal work those who ordinarily devote most of their time to revenue and 
administrative work, and vice versa. This will no longer be possible when 
separation is affected, and so it is necessary, in making the division, to secure 
that there is an adequate staff in all branches capable in normal times of: 
dealing with the work. In some districts this involves an increase of staff. 
Where for example the time at present of 24 officers is occupied in criminal 
work and that of 24 officers in revenue and administration work, and five 
officers could do the work at headquarters under the existing system, it may 
be necessary to have six officers, three for each branch, by reason of the 
separation of functions. ¢ : 
We haveconsidered whether further assistance could be obtained from the 
Honorary Magistrates, sitting either singly or in "benches. There seem a large 
number of them in every district (as shown in the Civil List), but we are 
told that their attendance with some exceptions is irregular, and that, whilst 
often the quality of their work is good, their irregularity of attendance, with 
the resulting slow disposals, makes it unlikely that any real relief can be 
obtained from this source. . Some members of the Commitiee, however, think 
that more use could be made of Ionorary Magistrates, and that the recom- 
mendation of names for appvintment should come through the judicial officers 
or through a Committee consisting of the District and Sessions Judge, the 
istrict Officer and a representative of the local bar, and that regular 
ttendance should be made a condition of such service,.and that Honorary 
agistrates should be subject to immediate removal in case of inefficiency 
r non-attendance. 
| We are not unmindful that, if division takes place, it may be poss#ble to 
employ in the trial of criminal cases both Sub-Judges and Munsifs, but these 
officers are already fully occupied with civil work and their employment in 
criminal cases would necessitate an increase in their number. We have 
worked out in the schedules for the different districts, which-accompany this 
report, the additional staff necessitated at district headquarters by the proposed 
change, showing in the first column the existing staff and the numbers of 
those with first, second or third class powers. In the second column we have 
shown the time at: present occupied by them in criminal work and in the third 
and fourth columns the estimated staff required for the separated functions. 
The fifth column shows the increased staff in our opinion necessitated by the 
separation, and columns 6 and 7 give the increase of clerical and other staff 
and of buildings necessitated by the change, and the last two columns contain 
an estimate of the total cost which the change will necessitate recurring and 
non-recurring. In the remarks column we have indicated the assistance 
which, in our opinion, should be given to the District and Sessions Judge 
and the additional accommodation required. 


So far as the clerical staff at headquarters is concerned, this in some 
districts is divided into those dealing with criminal matters and those dealing 
with revenue and administration. Where there is no such division, this can 
probably be effected without difficulty. We do not think that this should ~ 
involve any considerable increase of the clerical staff. We have been told 
that in some districts a large increase of this staff will be necessary, but we 
are inclined to think that, if a spirit of accommodation is displayed, this will 
not be necessary. Again it is said that difficulties would occur by reason of 
the staff being in one room, part after division being under the control of the 
District Magistrate and part under that of the District Judge, and that diffi- 
culties would also occur with regard to the head clerk, and that an additional 
head clerk might be necessary, so that each staff might have a separate head, 
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Doubtless it will be better if separate accdmmodation be provided, but to 
_ give full effect to this would render the scheme unduly costly, and we are 





not convinced of the immediate necessity for this, although ultimately it may _ : 


— be necessary. For the present we think that it will be sufficient if the exist- 
ing accommodation is re-ar where necessary. We estimate as a round 
figure for the twenty-five district headquarters with which we are dealing an 

annual additional expenditure of Rs. 12,500 for the provision of additional 

clerical staff. So far as process-serving is concerned, at present the same 
staff under one nazir serve both criminal and revenue processes, and it i8 
suggested that, after division of functions, this arrangement would not be 
satisfactory. If a division of the process-serving staff is necessary, this might 
be effected either by transferring the staft for the service of crimimal judicial 
processes to the District Judge and by making the civil nazir the head of both 
staffs, or by dividing the staff and appointing an additional nazir.. Under this 
head, for increase of process-servers and the provision of additional head 
nazirs, we would estimate as a round figure for the twenty-five district head- 
quarters an increased annual cost of approximately Rs. 12,500. Ty 


The estimated increased cost at headquarters necessitated by the scheme 
is approximately Rs. 63,040 recurring! {that is to say, Rs. 38,040 for personnel, 
Rs. 12,500 for increase of clerical staff, and Rs. 12,500 for increase of the 
process-serving staff), and non-recarring approximately Rs. 14,000. 

19. Subdivisions.—Tho division of functions in the subdivisions presents 
some difficulty, especially in the smaller ones. In these the staff consists 
as a rule of one Deputy Magistrate Deputy Collector, who is the Subdivi- 
sional Officer, and of a Sub-Deputy Collector with one or more Circle Officers 
who tour some twenty days a month. 3 


In the ordinary small subdivision it would .be necessary, we think, to 
have in all.cases two officers of the position of Deputy Collector, one.of whom 
“would be the Subdivisional Magistrate employed solely in judicial work, the 
other being the Subdivisional Officer employed solely in revenue and adminis- 
tration work. This would involve in small subdiyisions, where there is at 
present a Deputy Magistrate Deputy Collector and a Sub-Deputy Magistrate 
Sub-Deputy Collector, the additional cost of having a Deputy Collector in 
place of a Sub-Deputy Collector, but this is not all. The Subdivisional Officer 
tours some ninety days a year, and is often ten or fifteen days away from the 
subdivisional jeadquarters. This therefore necessitates, unless’ the sub- 
treasury is to be closed during his absence, the provision of an additional 
Sub-Deputy Collector in Sach of the smaller subdivisions to open the sub- 
treasury in the absence of the Subdivisional Officer on tour. But for this he 
would not be required, and he is in some sense a redundancy necessitated by 
the division of functions. asia rma 
We have considered if there is any way toavoid this. The Subdivisional 
Magistrate clearly could not perform the duty of opening the sub-treasury. 
He will be under the control and direction of the District ander, with no . 
responsibility to the Subdivisional Officer or to the District Officer. The only 
alternative suggested is that one or other of the Circle Officers, where there 
are Circle Officers, should be deputed for this duty in the absence of the 
Subdivisional Officer on tour, but this would partially remove the Circle 
Officers from the performance of the special duties for which they were 
appointed. | Consequently in many of the smaller subdivisions, where commu- 
nications are bad and where the ubdivisional Officer when touring is absent

If the Subdivisional Officer is 
provided with a house rent-free, the Subdivisional Magistrate must be pil 
on an equal footing and given a house allowance, which would involve for the 
fifty-four subdivisions an expenditure of approximately Rs. 32,400 annually. 
Some of us, however, think that both officers should pay rent for any housing. 
accommodation which is provided. The same questions arise in the sub- 
divisions as at headquarters with regard to the clerical staff and the service of 
processes, but it is not necessary to discuss this again in this connection, and 
we think that the combined process-serving may remain in the "subdivisions 
as heretofore, until it is proved by experience that difficulties arise. If there 
is to be a separation of process-serving, this would involve the appointment of 
an additional nazir and possibly of additional process-servers, which we 
estimate approximately would involve an additional cost of say Rs. 12,500 
for the subdivisions. We would add Rs. 12,500 for additional clerical 
assistance. a4 

Tn the schedules already referred to will be found ‘similar figures with 


“regard to the subdivisions to those set out with regard to headquarters. We 


estimate the additional cost of the scheme in the subdivisions at Rs. 3,41,860 
recurring and Rs. 1,03,000 won-reeurring. The recurring expenditure is made 
up of Rs. 2,84,460 for peréonnel (in respect of which a saving of Ks. 63,000 
could be effected if the Circle Officer opens the sub-treasury when the Sub- 
divisional Officer is on tour) and Rs. 25,000 for extra clerical tenon ag and 
for process-servers and Rs. 32,400 for housing allowance. 
20. Assistance required by the High Court by reason of the scipeine=

Savings by abolition of Aaaiona Distviot Magistrate 
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A Note of Dissent on the Report regarding the separation of the 
Judicial and Executive Functions. 


It is not without regret that T submit this note of dissent ona vital point, 
with regard to which my colleagues and I could not see eye to eye, or even 
effect a settlement satisfactory to all. My regret is all the more, as through- 
out our labour we were able to square our differences and come to an agree- 
ment in every matter, which came up before us for decision. 

The difference, which has resulted in this note of dissent, is with regard 
to the preventive sections of the Criminal Procedure Code which are contained 
in Chapters VIII to XII inclusive of that Code. 

Iam of opinion that the powers under these sections should be taken 
away from the executive officers and transferred to the District Judges and 
judicial officers under them. I am prepared to allow the executive officers to 
retain the power of initiating or drawing up proceedings under these sections, 
but the hearing should take place before a judicial officer. 

I am not unmindful of cases of emergency, which may arise under 
these sections, necessitating immediate action, but I do not see any reason 
why such cases will not be expeditiously dealt with by judicial officers, if 
there be a High Court order, as recommended by us in the report, requiring 
judicial officers to speedily dispose of all matters marked as urgent by 
executive officers. 

If, however, the Government think that in the interest of law and order 
the executive officers should be allowed themselves to make orders ‘under | 
sections 107, 108, 109 and 110, in cases of emergency, I should certainly like to 
restrict such powers to the District Officers and to the Subdivisional Officers 
only. By this [ mean that officers under them should under no circumstances 
be empowered to make orders under these sections. I should also like to 
provide that such orders of the District Officer should always be revised by the 
District Judge, and those of the Subdivisional Officers by the subdivisional 
judicial officers, so that the convicted parties may obtain immediate relief 
on the spot, if law is on their side. Such a provision will virtually give the 
District and Subdivisional Officers power to make only conditional orders, in 
cases of emergency which may arise under these sections. When I urge for 
it, I certainly do not apprehend injustice in the hands of the executive officers, 
but I really do so as, in my opinion, no separation of the judicial and executive 
functions can be properly effected without transferring the powers under the 
aforesaid preventive sections from the executive to the judicial officers. 

I am also opposed to the executive officers being vested with the power 
to make provisional orders under the last proviso of section 145 (4).

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A Note on Honorary Magistrates of Bengal.  s—=™ 


I am deliberately of opinion that, in order to minimise the cost of effecting 
a complete separation of the judicial and executive functions, and with a view 
to increase the quality and quantity of work done by Honorary Magistrates, 
the ineflicient amongst them should be got rid of, but their numerical strength, 
on the whole, should be considerably increased. Suitable men, in my opinion, 
are available, but they must be sought and taken in by careful selection on 
improved methods of recruitment. To properly develope and augment this 
source, it is desirable— 

(1) that Honorary Magistrates should be appointed by the Local Govern- 
ment on the recommendation of the High Court ; 

(2) that. the District, Judge should forward to the High Court names of 
such persons as are willing and qualified to be Honorary 
Magistrates with full particulars of each ; ' 

(3) that not only the judicial magistrates of every subdivision, but 
also recognised public bodies, sach as Municipalities, District 
Boards and Local Boards, should be invited to forward to the 
District Judge names of such persons as are willing and qualified 
to be Honorary Magistrates ; , } 

(4) that the High Court should make such binding rules and regula- 
tions, on the basis of an agreement, as will ensure regular 
attendance, on the part of and speedy disposal of cases by 

° Honorary Magistrates ; 

(5) that Honorary Munsifs should be appointed, on cautious experi- 
mental lines, to try petty civil cases, so that both Sub-Judges 
and Munsifs ntay be employed, on grounds of economy, in the 
trial of important criminal cases, when the separation is effected ; 

(6) that the Government should appoint a representative committee to 
elaborately deal with, the question and formulate a practical 
scheme, if possible, on lines herein suggested. -

Additional Notes. 


For the purpose of our joint report, I should like fo add that, as the 
committee had to form their opinion with regard to the numerical strength of 
the staff and extra accommodation required on the figures placed before them, 
assuming that they were: correct and unalterable, it is highly desirable that 
Government should carefully test, the aceuracy of those figures and see if 
economy could be effected by revising the daily routine of officers concerned 
and reorganising their work, with an eye to economy and retrenchment. 

I should also like to add, with a view to avoid additional expenditure, 
that it may not be found necessary to keep both the Board of Revenue and 
Commissioners of Divisions, when the whole system is reorganised under the 
present scheme, if it is given effect to.
